The Cotton Valley Formation, Reservoir E is defined as the stratigraphic equivalent of that gas and condensate
bearing interval encountered between the depths of 8,263' and 9,828 feet (electrical log measurements) in the Encore
Operating Louisiana, LLC (formerly Greystone Oil & Gas LLP)-Querbes 29 No. 2 Well, located in Section 29, Township
16 North, Range 16 West.
